Regulation X 


EGULATION X, which coo 
trols credit on new housing, 
was issued by the Federal Re 
serve System under authority of the 
Defense Production Act of 1950, 
and became effective on October 12. 
The lation applies to loans for 
more m $2,500, with more than 
18 mooths maturity, on all new one- 
family and two-family housing 
units, and includes major improve- 
ments and additions that constitute 
new construction on existing prop 
erties. It does not apply to loans on 
which written commitments were 
made before October 12. It does not 
apply to conventional loans on 
housing construction starting before 
neon on August 5, 1950. No part 
of the regulation applies in any way 
public housing construction or 
public housing construction loans or 
credit 
The announced 
regulation is to “reduce the current 
serious inflationary pressures in 
housin and to cut back 
home ilding volume in 1950 to 
not more than 800,000 to 850,000 
units. Veterans are given substannal 
preference over non-veterans 
Certain hardship exemptions and 
exceptions are made. The prohi 
tions of the regulatnion shall not ap 
ply to any extension of real estute 
construction credit with respect to 
real property in an area where the 
bederal Bank may dechire 
that an emergency exists because of 
flood, fire or other disaster; or in 
cases where the borrower certifies 
that the proceeds of credit extension 
will be used solely for defraying 
medical, hospital, dental or funeral 
expenses; or where the borrower 
certifies that the proceeds of the ex 
tension will be used for replace

a residence destroyed by fire, food 
or similar casualty. it does not « 
to contracts to sell real 
which do not provide for the pe?

(b) which provide for title transfer 
within six months after date of con- 
tract, or (c) which provide for title 
transfer conforming to the regula 
tion.

The regulation does not apply to 
an extension of construction credit 
which is fully secured by the loan 
value or cash surrender value of a 
life insurance policy.

of major improvement to such a 
residence.

vided it is fully repaid at or before 
the maturity date

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Where Do We Ge From Here? 


Since official Washington cannot snewer that question, it follows that 
this reporter does not know the answer 

However, through the haze and obscurity of high level policy determina 
thoms we can see a few sign posts 

Pirst, there is unanimity on all levels of government from the White 
House down that—barring unexpected acceleration of our armament pro- 
gram—the housing target for next year will be somewhere between 800,000 
and 1,000,000 new units 

Secondly, whether or not the fear is well founded, the inflationary effect 
of a wery large home beilding program gives the government tar more 
concern than the problem of supplying the industry with the building ma 
terials necessary for a large program 

Thirdly, it seems clear that present shortages of building materials, par 
ticularly lumber and gypsum products, will have eased up by the first of 
the year, and our problems from then on will be the metal items such as 
tubs, pipes, nails, copper wiring, 

Fourthly, additional mortgage <redit controls designed to reduce the 
volume of construction will have been issued by the time this reaches you 

Strangely enough, there is complete and utter inconsistency between the 
first and the fourth point listed abowe On one hand the government assures 
us they do not wish to cause a breakdown im thes industry. in fact they insist 
that the health of the entire national economy depends upon our maintain 
ing a very high lewel of production At the same time, they insist upon 
applying additional and more stringent mortgage credit controls, even 
though FHA and VA applications already indicate a reduction in volume 
of nearly 50 per cent 

In private industry such inconsistency would result in either bankruptcy 
of any large corporation or an entire change of management. In govern 
ment, it is not unusual and is a result of the multitudinous pressures applied 
upon the vast mechanism of governmental functioning 

A case analysis discloses that the Congress gave the President wide 
discretionary powers, including the right to apply mortgage credit curbs 
The Federal Reserve Board and the HHPA then considered the advise 
bility and the method of utilizing this power. Immediately, the President's 
Council of Economk Advisors, the Department of Commerce, the Depart 
ment of Defense and the National Security Resources Board all gave sug- 
gestions and advice 

Concurrently, the labor unions the veterans groups, the builders, con 
tractors, the mortgage bankers, the American Bankers Association and 
others came into the picture, each urging its viewpoint in accordance with 
its best judgment and individual! interests 

In the meantime, it becomes very clear to those of us who are responsible 
tor the welfare of this industry that no additions! controls are needed. but 
rather, that some relaxation of existing controls may well be necessary to 
reach the minimum goal establiahed by the government itself 

However, the sdministrative machine « in motion. the controls are 
dratted and will be issued. Too many cooks can ruin any stew and as we 
write this editorial it appears that thet may now be happening in the govern 
mental kitchen 

or more than nine years, we have sought to convince the government 
that housing cannot be turned off and on like « cold water tap—that four 
to siz months elapse between the time the builder decides to purchase and 
improve land, and the time housing starts are registered by the BLS 

Therefore, it is to be hoped that whatewer the new regulations may be, 
they will be based upon « fully informed understanding of the industry's 
problems—that the controls will be so designed as to permit the industry 
to play its important part in supporting the nation's economy

HERE ix « widespread and generally accepted belief that if a free 
Tne expects to win ‘a modern war against a totalitarian nation, the 

former must fight under the rules of the latter, and, temporarily at least, 
aceept total economic and social regimentation. There ie no evidence to 
prove that such a belief is sound. On the other hand, there is much to 
indicate that it may he unsound, and certainly enough to comprise a chal- 
lenge to the American people to insist on a careful review of the conditions 
under which another major war will be fought, if and when there is an- 
other one. 

The American theory of regimentation a» a basis for fighting modern 
wars against aggressor nations had its inception in the declining days of 
World War | and the years which followed it immediately. It was then that 
a plan for total mobilization of all resources was drafted for use when and 
if another major war occurred. The plan and its originators pawed the way 
for the “planned economy” school, whose adherents flourished under the 
Federal administration of the thirties, and gained ascendancy during World 
War IL. That the “planned economy” people are «till in government needs 
only passing mention. That they have colored the views of Congress to each 
an extent that there was scarcely any debate on the bill giving the President 
almost unlimited stand-by controls soon after the Korean War started, 
needs the considered attention of everyone. The question is whether « 
major war can be won more easily and quickly with controls than without 
them, and under what conditions a victory should be gained to make it 
worth the effort of the people whe fight for it. 

It cannot be blindly assumed that the controls of World War Il were 
more beneficial than detrimental. Such an assumption discounts, without 
trial the workability of free enterprise and free thought in wartime. It 
implies without substantiating evidence that the right of the individual 
to think, do and act, which makes the nation strong and progressive in 
peacetime, makes it weak and vacillating in wartime. It implies erroneously 
that the judgment of a handful of hastily appointed bureau heads of dubi- 
ous talents for their jobs and the multitude of political appointees who 
work for them i« more reliable than the proved collective judgment of the 
people as a whole 

It overlooks the fact that the conclusion of a war fought under a con- 
trolled economy never retarns a full measure of prewar individual freedom. 
It overlooks the existence in every era of a corps of individual motivated 
only by selfish interests who will use any pretext to seize permanent control 
over thought and action. The home building industry hardly needs to be 
reminded of these facts. Now, with so much talk of an unpending war with 
Russia, the time has come to determine whether, if there is a war, we shall 
fight totalitarianiom with totalitarianiem, and thus, even with military 
victory, lose much of what we will be struggling to seve, or fight it with the 
institutions of freedom, and thus insure a victory for freedom.

Evolution of the 1940 Colonial 


INCE the close of World War II, domestic architecture 

as it applies to single family dwellings, has continue! 
to keep pace with the technological advance m industry 
This change has been accentuated by the rapid improve- 
ment rn many of its busic materials such as glass, for in- 
stance, which has opened opportunities for expression 
heretofore unknown 

The strictly formal colomal house of 1940, with its 
finely executed details and correct proportions, has 
evolved into a comfortable one or one-and-a-half story 
structure that is entirely functional and devead of any 
excess frills. This month's blueprint howse designed by 
Norman R. lohnson, St. Paul, Minn., architect, is a good 
example of this design principle. While it is modern in 
every respect, it has characteristics that are reminiscent 
of colonial days, and features which have received ex 
pressed approval from the home building public 

The room arrangement follows an established pattern 


with living and dining room on either side of the recep- 
tion hall, and exposure toward the street front. The hall 
adjommg the reception hall, while providing access to 
the two bedrooms that face the rear, makes it possible to 
reach the kitchen without using the dining room as a traf- 
fic artery. A full basement is provided in which araple space 
is available for a recreation room, laundry and all utilities. 
\ forced warm air gas-fired furnace supplies heat to all 
rooms with a duct riser extending to future second floor 
rooms. This area is left in an unfinished state for future 
expansion. Roof and sidewalls of the house are covered with 
16- and 24-inch cedar shingles. Local stone is used for wall 
facing on front bay

When wood concrete forms are re-used, the holes es 
tablished by former tie rods sometime become an incon 
venience and need to be plugged to prevent leakage of 
water in concrete mix. A quick and easy way to rectily 
this difficulty is to obtain bottle corks and plug the holes 
with the corks. The corks should be of a size so that when 
they are forced into the hole the wide end of the cork is 
flush with the side of form into which the concrete 1s 


poured. If the tie rod hole is to be used in some future 


operation, the cork be easily knocked out. If wher 
stripping, the corks fall out, they can be picked up and 
placed in a small bag —Submitted by Warren W. Howe
